Today’s Editorial 


WHO'S FOOLING WHO 


We are taking issue with newspaper reports from the big 
city anent what they term “the outbreak of a rash of crimes 
agairst children.” 

In taking issue we are afraid we will have to throw a 
stone or two at the newspaper profession. 

There is no sudden outbreak of sex crimes in Los An- 
geles as some of our papers would lead you to believe. The 
many cases now being reported in news stories are not a 
rash of crimes following in the wake of the slaying of Linda 
Glucoft. 

There are no more sex crimes being committed now than 
were previous to her death. 

It's just that newspaper reporters now have orders from 
their city editors to report all such crimes. 

Several weeks ago these same sordid stories. which are 
found every day on police blotters: would not have been 
considered “news” and would have been passed over. 

Today, because of the death of little Linda. they are 
“news.” Two weeks from now something else will grab the 
headlines and it:will be fashionable to crusade against vivi- 
section, hot rods, juvenile delinquency or communism. 

Then the stories invoiving crimes against children will be 
shunted to the back pages or more than likely passed over | 
as unimportant. 

But remember this. Two weeks from now there will be as 
many, if not more, of these crimes as there are today or were 
two weeks ago. 

This is no sudden outbreak of sex crimes. 

As we pointed out in yesterday's editorial. the rate of 
sex crimes during the first half of 1949 ran slightly ahead of 
the same period in 1948. 

But the reporting of these crimes in our newspapers isn’t 
constant enough to tell the story. We will have to tell all of 
the stories all of the time. 

Then perhavs WE will be shocked into action.
